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Arms Problems Hold 
Attention Of World 


With the Debt postponement pro- 

ject of President Hoover now 
agreed to, incorporating the changes 
insisted upon by France, discussion is 
now largely centered upon disarma- 
ment—a development forecast in these 
oolumns when the moratorium plan 
was first put forth. 

While the State Department this 
week received and announced it would 
accept a formal invitation from the 
secretary general of the League of Na- 
tions to attend the General Disarma- 
ment Conference to convene February 
2, 1932, in Geneva, it now appears 
likely that the movement to postpone 
the conference will succeed, in spite 
of the fact that the administration 
and its spokesmen continue to follow 
up their expressions of pleasure on 
their debt coup with hope that, in the 
words of Acting Secretary of State 
Castle, “by this temporary relief from 
inter-governmental debts, such good 
feeling, such a sense of loyal respon- 
sibility to each other, may be engen- 
dered among the nations that all may 
enter the disarmament conference next 
year determined to succeed.” 


The movement to postpone the Feb- 
ruary conference is based on a wide- 
spread fear that in spite of the much 
heralded “good feeling” the conference 
would not be able to reach an agree- 
ment. Even after so much advance 
public speaking on the subject, the 
administration of this nation as well 
as of others is believed to feel that 
it would be better not to meet at all 
than to meet and fail. 

Italy is reported as ready to follow 
any suggestion to postpone the confer- 
ence for a year with a proposal that 
such postponement should include an 
agreement among the powers concern- 
ed not to increase their naval or mil- 
itary armaments during the interim. 
Premier Mussolini, however, has stated 
that Italy will not initiate a move to 
postpone the session. 

With Secretaries Mellon and Stim- 

son touring abroad, conversing with 
foreign officials, it is quite likely that 
word is seeping back to Washington 
that the difficulties to be surmounted 
in the Geneva conference are so great 
as to presage collapse unless certain 
differences are ironed out in principle 
beforehand. And from present indi- 
cations there is little likelihood of as- 
suring success in the period between 
now and February. 
_One stumbling block is the difficul- 
ties between France and Italy. ' The 
negotiations which previously were 
deadlocked in a_ difference over 
France’s naval replacement rights ap- 
pear now likely to be reopened through 
a proposal which France is rumored 
to have made to Italy. But still the 
question of parity ‘between the two na- 
tions, a bone of contention since the 
Washington conference, remains. 

Another is the subject of trained 
reserves—whether or not they should 
be computed in weighing armies. This 
would be a subject for unlimited dis- 
cussion by the advocates for and 
against and alone could deadlock a 
conference. 

Probably the most important hitch, 
particularly from the standpoint of 
this country, is the proposal to im- 
pose indirect restrictions through bud- 
getary limitations instead of direct re- 
strictions by limiting fighting material 
and personnel. Budgetary limitation 
finds its adherents abroad and among 
the pacifists of this country. Our “ob- 
servers” at the preliminary confer- 
ences were against it and reserved the 
right to object at the plenary session. 
There are indications now that the ad- 
ministration may weaken and accede 
to the demands of those elements which

QMC Meeting Is Told | Navy Ship Program 


Of New Storage Plan 


XPLANATION of a new uniform 
system of storage to be placed into 
effect in the supply units of the Army 
was given to Corps Area Quartermas- 
ters and Depot Commanders at a con- 
ference in the Office of the Quarter- 
master General this week. 

The basis of the new system is the 
Federal Standard Stock Catalogue, 
which, after six years of effort, has 
been at last completed, and is to be 
mailed out to the service next week. 
But half of momentous compilation 
has been received from the Govern- 
ment Printing Office, however, the re- 
mainder to be delivered later. 


Institution of the new system will 
require that there be an entire reclas- 
sification of supplies and a complete re- 
warehousing of all stock kept by the 
Quartermaster Corps and the Medical 
Corps supply branch. O+*her procure- 
ment agencies of the Army, the Ord- 
nance Department, the Engineer and 
Signal Corps supply divisions, have 
not listed their equipment in the Fed- 
eral Standard Stock Catalogue, but are 
considering doing so, and instituting 
the new storage system at a later timé. 

The conference held this week was 
the initial step in educating the Quar- 
termaster Corps to mechanics of the 
system, which is revolutionary in char- 
acter. Officers attending the meeting 
gathered in the Office of the Quarter- 
master General, on Wednesday morn- 
ing, July 8, and during the course of

Senator Reed Makes Reply to 
Mr. MacDonald’s Charges

| a strong statement issued this 

week, Senator David A. Reed, chair- 
man of the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee and a member of the Ameri- 
can delegation to the London Naval 
Conference, defended the United States 
against the implications in the speech 
of Prime Minister MacDonald when he 
told the British Parliament that Eng- 
land alone of the nations of the world 
has ‘reduced her armament since the 
World War. 


The press of the nation did not com- 
ment as freely as might have been ex- 
pected on Mr. MacDonald’s_ speech. 
Those that did comment, with a few 
notable exceptions, looked no further 
than the budget figures presented by the 
English prime minister and accepted 
the indictment of “militaristic 
America.” The Scripps-Howard chain 
of papers printed an editorial under 
the heading “American Militarism,” 
agreeing thoroughly with Mr. Mac- 
Donald and said that his speech must 
be “humiliating reading for Ameri- 
cans.” The New York Herald-Tribune 
under the title “Mr. MacDonald Mis- 
understands,” defended the United 
States, commenting that “If, as report- 
ed, his statements were based on the 
so-called ‘budgetary’ method of com- 
putation in vogue at Geneva, we have 
one more reason for not wishing to 
see that system applied to the United 
States.” 


Senator Reed’s statement, notable as 
the only spontaneous defense from an 
American official, follows: 


“Although I am certain that Mr. 
MacDonald would not consciously give 
out a misleading statement, the facts 
are that a very severe reduction, both 
in strength and money expenditures, 
has been made in both the Army and 
Navy of the United States throughout 
the past decade. 


“In 1921 our army appropriation was 
$494,000,000, and our Army consisted 
of 225,745 officers and men. This was 
the size of our Regular Army after de-

Faces Difficult Path 


With the Administration pressing 

for economy on every hand and 
assuming a leading role in discussion 
of the questions of reductions of war 
debts and disarmament, conjecture as 
to what will come out of the “front 
office” at the Navy Department in the 
way of a building program, strikes a 
rather pessimistic note. 

The building program drawn up by 
the General Board has been in the 
hands of the Secretary and the Chief 
of Naval Operation for some time, 
and the question now is how to fit 
this program within limits allowed by 
the Administration. Other problems 
there are to settle, such as the contro- 
versy as to building flying-deck or 
straight 6-inch gun cruisers, but the 
major problem to solve will be what to 
leave out. 

Rumors to the effect that the new 
program will not even include all of 
the vessels asked for in the one-year 
program presented to Congress last 
fall, are rather current, but the weight 
of opinion holds that something more 
than this will be asked. It seems cer- 
tain that at least one aircraft carrier, 
one flying-deck cruiser and four or five 
submarines, to be laid down next year, 
will be included in the program, in ad- 
dition to appropriations for one 8-inch 
gun cruiser. 

Whether the program will cover the 
construction necessary to build up to 
parity with Great Britain by 1936 is

Construction for New Air 
Tactical School Proceeds 


NEW construction incident to the re- 
moval of the Air Corps Tactical 
School from Langley Field, Va., to 
Maxwell Field, Ala., is well under way, 
as the new school building is prac- 
tically complete. Other structures 
there are rapidly taking form. Build- 
ing at other air fields is also under way. 
In addition to the new school build- 
ing at Maxwell Field, there is a head- 
quarters and operations building and 
one hangar in a state nearing comple- 
tion. There are two more hangars in 
the process of construction and it is 
expected that work will be started 
shortly on a fourth hangar. On the 
completion of the new hangars, the 
old ones will be disposed of. 

There are also 20 non-commissioned 
officers’ quarters and a hospital being 
built. No officers’ quarters are under 
consruction at the present time be- 
cause of the lack of ground necessary 
to build them. It is understood, how- 
ever, that negotiations are under way 
for the purchase of the needed land. 
After its acquisition, the necessary 
officers’ quarters will be built. 

Foundations have been laid for a 
machine shop, an assembly shop and 
an Air Corps Warehouse. 

The new school building is a two- 
story structure, consisting of a main 
wing, and two wings set at right 
angles to the main wing at either end. 
One of these wings will house the li- 
brary. The other is an auditorium 
with a stage. There are 20 instructors’ 
rooms in the building, as well as a 
large conference room. In addition, 
there is space provided for a photo- 
graphic section. There is a basement 
beneath the building. 

The school will be taken over by its 
personnel in time for the opening of 
the 1931-32 session in September, it 
was learned. The transfer will be 
effected in piece-meal fashion, part of 
the moving having taken place al- 
ready, and the rest will-be completed 
before the Summer is over.

Benning Gets Motors, 
Tank School, Board 


HREE important announcements 
were made this week in further- 
ance of the principle of combining in- 
struction and experimental work in the 
Infantry at Ft. Benning, Ga. The an- 
nouncements were, that the Tank 
School and the Tank Board, now at Ft. 
George G. Meade, Md., would be moved 
to Ft. Benning and that the éxperimen- 
tal motorized force would be reconsti- 
tuted there where it will be close to the 
school and the board. 


The Secretary of War has directed 
that the Tank School will be moved to 
Ft. Benning, Ga., at such time as will 
enable it to continue its normal func- 
tions coincident with and as an integral 
part of the Infantry School, at the be- 
ginning of the school year 1932-33. 

Maj. Gen. Stephen O. Fuqua, the 
Chief of Infantry, has announced that 
the experimental motorized force, now 
the 34th Infantry at Ft. Eustis, Va., 
will be reconstituted at Ft. Benning, 
Ga. The 2d Battalion of the 29th In- 
fantry will be equipped with the motor 
materiel of the 34th Infantry, and will 
continue Infantry motorization proj- 
ects. The 34th Infantry will be recon- 
stituted as a standard, peace-time 
strength, two battalion regiment and 
probably will be transferred from Ft. 
Eustis to Ft. George G, Meade, Md. 

The Chief of Infantry further an- 
nounced that the Tank Board, at pres- 
ent located at Ft. Meade, Md., will be 
moved to Ft. Benning, Ga., on or be- 
fore Aug. 31, 1931. 

General Fuqua stated that he be- 
lieved progress and coordination of all 
Infantry elements would be materially 
assis‘ed by these moves. 

In connection with the removal of 
the Tank School, the Quartermaster 
General has been directed by the Sec- 
retary of War to allot $71,000 for con- 
struction at Benning. This will pro- 
vide for three shop and classroom 
buildings, each approximately 148 feet 
by 115 feet, and one electrical building 
approximately 90 feet by 60 feet. Con- 
struction work on the new buildings is 
expected to be completed by July 1, 
1932. The type of architecture and lo- 
cation of these new buildings has not 
been decided upon yet, but it is con- 
sidered likely that they will be built in 
the Tank Area at Ft. Benning. 

The Tank School will remain a sep- 
arate course of instruction after its in- 
corporation with the Infantry School, 
it was learned, but at the same time it 
is hoped plans may be worked out that 
will allow closer coordination between 
instruction in the advanced officers’ 
course and tank instruction. This was 
limited before by the fact that the 
Tank School and the Infantry School 
were so far separated. 

In connection with the reconstitu- 
tion of the experimental motorized 
force at Ft. Benning, information from 
the office of the Chief of Infantry indi- 
cates that a motorized Infantry regi- 
ment is considered to be one that is 
characterized by complete absence of 
animal transport for personnel or 
cargo. Its field and combat trains and 
service company personnel, form 
animal mounted, are transported by 
motor. Machine gun company, am- 
munition carts, and all machine gun 
company personnel; howitzer company, 
mortar, ammunition, howitzers and 
company personnel; regimental com- 
munication cartloads; communication 
platoon personnel; battalion com- 
munication cartloads and communica- 
tion personnel are transported by 
motor. 

The centralization of the instruction 
courses and all of the experimental 
work has long been an aim of the In- 
fantry. It is not only economical to 
have such insti‘utions centralized, ob- 
servers point out, but it diminishes ad- 
ministrative work, and allows a broader

"THE training offered by the Citizens’ Military Training Camps all over the 

United States is favor generally in the opinions of the press. The 
fact that healthful exercise is provided at the camps adds to the belief that such 
training is excellent. Among the other benefits listed by various editors are the 
promotion of patriotism, the teaching of the rudiments of military training and 
the instillation of character. Emphasis is laid also on the fact that while most 
es caer countries have compulsory military training, the CMTC is purely 
voluntary 


NCLE SAM is giving thousands of young men an opportunity to train in 

order that they become better citizens,” states the Rutland, Vt., Herald 
(Independent Republican). 

“While the camps are conducted under the supervision of the War Depart- 
ment and military training is in the background, the campers are in no way 
obligated to become soldiers. 

“The only benefit that the government derives from the camps is the build- 
ing up of young men into law-abiding, country-loving citizens and this is done 
without cost to those who receive the training. Experts are detailed to direct 
the various phases of the program. 

“The military training camps provide an opportunity for a profitable vaca- 
tion; one in which there is plenty of time for recreation without all time being 
wasted.” 


OMPARED to the universal compulsory military regulations of most Eu- 
ropean nations, the American CMTC system is a model,” holds the Browns- 
ville, Pa., Telegram (Republican). “It is, first of all, voluntary on the part of 
the student. But, most important of all, it builds men through the finest prac- 
tical training schedule that yet has been devised.” 


RESIDENT HOOVER issued a statement in which he commended the 

service of the Citizens’ Military Training Camps over a period of ten years,” 
says the Hannibal, Mo., Courier Post (Independent). “In his remarks the 
President suggested a feature deserving special emphasis. 

“It is that acceptance of this form of training by youth is ‘proof of good 
will’ on the part of the generation that ultimately will assume direction of the 
nation’s affairs. In a large way the training is designated to promote govd 
citizenship. That, indirectly, is the aim even of the purely military aspects of 
it. This leaves discussion of such training in its bearing upon wars, when 
the nation is committed to a policy of peace, beside the point. The aim has no 
relation to a spirit of militarism.” 


“PERHAPS the most desirable aspect of the Citizens’ Military Training Camps 

is the enforcement of discipline,” claims the Jackson, Mich., Citizen Patriot 
(Independent). “Not that the students are continually under severe restraint, 
as inmates of a prison. A large portion of the daily program in camp is given 
over to sports and recreation. But the citizen soldiers will be taught the mean- 
ing of obedience to orders; they will gain a better understanding of the power 
in harmonious action under recognized leaders. The movement has won an 
indispensable place in the upbuilding of this nation.” 


“THE opportunities they offer for physical and citizenship training are 

unusual,” says the Port Huron Mich., Times-Herald (Independent). “The 
benefits of this training are being more widely recognized and acknowledged as 
the circle is enlarged of those who have taken advantage of the opportunities. 

“We have yet to hear of a young man who has spent the scheduled weeks 
in one of these camps who is not thoroughly convinced that the experience was

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Women’s Physical Exam. 


In an effort to further the general 
progress of preventive medicine, both 
the Army and the Navy have issued 
bulletins advocating that adult women 
connected with service personnel be 
physically examined at least once a 
year. Examination, it is held, is one 
of the only effective methods of cancer 
control. The bureau circular issued 
by Rear Adm. C. E. Riggs, USN, Sur- 
geon General of the Navy and Chief 
of the Bureau of Medicine and Sur- 
gery of the Navy, is practically iden- 
tical with War Department Circular 
No. 25, which follows: 


1. The Medical Department has long 
been an advocate of the periodic phy- 
sical examination as an effective mea- 
sure in preventive medicine among of- 
ficers and enlisted men. Annual phy- 
- gical examination, adopted some time 
ago by certain insurance companies for 
those of their policyholders who desire 
it, has in recent years been advocated 
by many agencies as a valuable public 
health procedure for the entire popu- 
lation. Military personnel and the 
families of this personnel are well pro- 
tected against the acute communicable 
diseases. The health of children, and 
the correction of their physical defects, 
occupies an important place in the 
Medical Department activities at many 
Army posts. Less attention has been 
given to the detection and prevention 
of the chronic diseases and the de- 
generative conditions among the adult 
women connected with the Army. The 
periodic physical examination of the 
wives of officers and enlisted men of- 
fers the best hope for the detection of 
these conditions at a stage in which 
— are amenable to cure or ameliora- 

on. 


2. The role of cancer as a health 
problem in this country is assuming 
an ever-increasing importance. The 
medica! profession, through the medium 
of the press, popular talks, public 
health agencies, etc., has instituted a 
campaign for the dissemination of cor- 
rect information this dis- 


is unquestionably producing results, 
eancer still appears to be on the in- 
crease, particularly as regards the fe- 





male reproductive organs, more espe- 
cially the cervix. Dr. Joseph C. Blood- 
good, one of the recognized leaders of 
the medical profession in the cam- 
paign against malignant tumors, is, au- 
thority for statements that cancer of 
the cervix is largely a preventable dis- 
ease. In recent addresses he said: 

“We know that the greatest protec- 
tion from this type of cancer is periodic 
examination; and periodic examinations 
undoubtedly offer the greatest protec- 
tion against unnecessary and untimely 
deaths among all individuals over 30. 

“The problem is to inform every 
woman in this country that her great- 
est protection against cancer of the 
cervix is an annual periodic examina- 
tion. After a woman has passed 40 
years of age, this examination should 
be done twice a year.” 

3. It is desired that all medical of- 
cers give earnest consideration to the 
question of establishing an annual phy- 
sical examination among the adult 
women living at or connected with 
their stations. Local conditions will 
dictate how this effort can best be 
initiated and continued. By encourag- 
ing periodic examinations through the 


‘medium of health talks, suitable pub- 


licity in local service publications, dis- 
tribution of leaflets, and personal ad- 
vice at gynecological and obstetrical 
clinics already established, the interest 
of the women of the Army can be 
aroused as to the need for guarding 
themselves against the danger of 
chronic and degenerative diseases. 
Once the interest of women in this mat- 
ter is aroused, it is believed that they 
ean be depended on to carry on educa- 
tional work themselves along this line. 
4. When general physical examina- 
tions are being made, stress should be 
laid on the desirability of an annual 
pelvic examination among women un- 
der 40 who have borne children, and 
an examination every six months for 
those over 40. The hopeful aspect of 
the cancer situation when early diag- 
nosis is made should be emphasized.

(Continued from First Page) 
would like to see the United States 
increase its present state of inferior- 
ity in National Defense. 

Budgetary limitation would over- 
= the principle of parity by mak- 
ng it impossible for this nation to 
achieve treaty strength, which is even 
now so far away. With our cruiser 
construction costs averaging one and 
a half more than England’s and two 
and a half greater than France’s, and 
our military and naval pay scales, 
small as they are compared with other 
salaries in this country, much greater 
than those of other nations, and our 
much greater manfacturing cost, we 
could hardly afford.to put our national 
defense on a dollar basis with other 
nations. 

Even if budgetary limitations would 
not cripple our national defense there 
would be many other objections to it 
from an international standpoint. It 
would be an endless source of irrita- 
tion and friction. No two nations in 
the world classify their expenditures 
for national defense the same. Some 
include their retired pay, as we do, 
in their defense budgets, others pay 
them from general government pen- 
sions items. England has a standing 
army of approximately 250,000 coming 
from her own budget and an army of 
100,000 in India paid for from Indian 


funds. Numerous similar problems 
would enter to create differences of 
opinion and _ interpretation. The 


League proposes to set up a sort of 
international auditing commission to 
go into each country and audit their 
expenditures to check up on their ob- 
Servance of the limitations. It is 
highly conjectural whether or not such 
machinery and possibilities of various 
interpretations might be productive of 
increasing suspicion and _ ill-feeling. 

iether or not the conference is 
held it is quite likely that we will sit 
back with our small army and under- 
treaty navy while the administration 
seeks to stop the competition in arma- 
ment abroad which was announced as 
having been stopped after the Wash- 
ington conference, again after the 
London conference and again after the 
debt moratorium.

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New Storage System 
(Continued from First Page) 
the following two days were presented 
with the policies of the Quartermaster 
Corps regarding the uniform storage 
system and the use of the Federal 
Catalogue. 
Maj. Gen. John L. DeWitt, Quarter- 
master General of the Army, opened 
the conference with an address to the 
officers of his branch. He was followed 
by Rear Adm. T. H. Hicks, SC, USN, 


who explained the origin and purpose 
of the Federal Standard Stock Cata- 
logue. Admiral Hicks was one of the 
originators of the new plan. 

Col. William R. Gibson, QMC, who 
was senior Army member of the Fed- 
eral Standard Stock Catalogue Board 
which drafted the catalogue, and Capt. 
H. W. Hardman, QMC, who was also 
active in the preparation of the new 
storage system, addressed the confer- 
ence. Following their éxposition of the 
scheme, the meeting was thrown open 
to general discussion. 

On Thursday, July 9, Capt. Ezra Da- 
vis, QMC, and Colonel Gibson were the 
only speakers. Yesterday the group of 
officers visited the New York General 
Depot where the procedure of reclas- 
sification of supplies and rewarehous- 
ing of stock was illustrated. A visit 
was also made to the Brooklyn Naval 
Supply Depot to inspect the Navy’s 
method of storage, which was insti- 
tuted in 1916, and formed the basis 
for Federal system.

The Federal Standard Stock Cata- 
louge is viewed by Quartermaster offi- 
cers as a most important advance in pro- 
moting the efficiency of supply. It fills 
a need which has been felt for years, 
for it lists in one place, all articles sup- 
plied by the Quartermaster Corps, clas- 
sified for storage and issue. 

Further than this, the Catalogue 
classifies all articles carried by the 
Navy, the Veterans’ Bureau, and over 
half of the departments and bureaus 
of the Federal Government. com- 
plete list of this sort (it is expected 
that the other Governmental agencies 
will insert their lists later) would be 
invaluable in war-time, when the ar- 
ticles carried for issue by all branches 
of the Government could be used for 
war purposes, 

The lack of such a system was keenly 
felt during the World War, and the 
new Catalogue really dates back to that 
time. Compilation of a list of supplies 
was begun during the war, and finished 
after hostilities had ceased, but the 
catalogue was found to contain too 
many articles no longer carried by the 
Quartermaster Corps to be of value. 
Other lists of particular kinds of arti- 
cles have been compiled and are in use, 
but are of limited value. 

In 1925, Brig. Gen. Henry C. Smith- 
er, Chief Coordinator, and Rear Ad- 
miral Hicks evolved the idea of draft- 
ing a joint index of supplies for the 
Army and Navy. Later this was en- 
larged to take in other branches of the 
Government, The Federal Standard

Navy Building Program 
(Continued from First Page) 
rather doubtful, and since whatever 
the Navy Department’s program, 
though dictated by the Administration, 
turns out to be, will be attacked by 
the pacifist element, a restatement of 
what huilding is necessary to attain 
parity, would not be amiss. 
If we are to enter the next naval 
conference in a favorable position, we 
must have four new aircraft carriers, 
three additional 10,000-ton, 8-inch gun 
cruisers, 73,000 tons of small gun 


cruisers, whether flying-deck or of the 
Omaha-type, 150,000 tons of destroy- 
ers, and 25,950 tons of new submarines. 

Contracts are expected to be award- 
ed within the next few weeks for 11 
destroyers, aggregating about 15,400 
tons, and three cruisers are already 
authorized, so that -to enter the next 
conference with actual instead of treaty 
we must authorize and have built, 
parity building, or appropriated for 
288,750 tons. 

This will cost about $95,000,000 in 
ships building and appropriated for; 
$51,000,000 in ships authorized, and 
about $700,000,000 additional if treaty 
limits are reached. In order to attain 
this it will be necessary to appropriate 
about $150,000,000 for new construc- 
tion each year until 1936, it is esti- 
mated. 

It is the size of this sum which gives 
rise to the prediction that the program 
which will come out of the Navy De- 
partment will not give parity. It is 
clear, however, that if we do not build 
up to Great Britain by 1936, we will be 
in a far worse position than before, 
even though by treaty in that year we 
may grow nearer to “political parity,” 
for if we go into the conference with 
a large amount of unbuilt tonnage in 
cruisers and destroyers, we will be in 
no position to hold out against the de- 
mand for an extension of the capital 
ship holiday, a proposal which is ad- 
mittedly to the advantage of every na- 
tion in the world but the United States. 

Reasons for this situation date back 
to the period between 1922 and 1930, 
during which time we laid down but 
86,000 tons, as against 270,000 tons 
laid down by Great Britain, 250,000 
tons by Japan, 247,000 by France, and 
129,000 tons by Italy. During this pe- 
riod not only did we fall behind in 
construction, but we became used to 
annual new construction costs of about 
$40,000,000 a year, whereas the annual 
cost of replacement of our fleet runs 
about $125,000,000. 

While we were running way behind 
even our replacement cost, the other 
naval powers of the world were build- 
ing, and now we must catch up with 
them or renounce the world position we 
have taken.

New hangars are to be started in 
the near future at Mitchel Field, N. Y., 
Selfridge Field, Mich., and Barksdale 
Field, La.

In addition to the five new hangars 
tu be built at Barksdale Field, there 
are officers and non-commissioned of- 
ficers quarters being built, as well as 
a quartermaster maintenance building, 
warehouse and garage.

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Battlefield Memorial 


ATTLEFIELD Memorial plans for 
the construction of a park on the 
battlefields of Fredericksburg-Salem 
Church - Chancellorsville - Wilderness - 
Spotsylvania have received a serious 
setback due to the cancellation of the 
Sunken Road project at the foot of 
Marye’s Heights by the Federal Gov- 
ernment Battlefield Commission. The 
reason given for this was “title dif- 
ficulties.” Other plans for the estab- 
lishment of the park are progressing, 
however. 

It is not. believed that the abandon- 
ment of the Sunken Road—one of the 
most important features of the project 
—is permanent, but for the present it 
cannot be carried out. The impres- 
sion given out is that the project had 
to be abandoned because of excessive 
prices demanded for the necessary 
land. The Fredericksburg, Va., Free 
Lance-Star, in reference to the aban- 
donment of the Sunken Road said: 
“Has it occurred *.* * that not’ one 
bit of great memorial project lies with- 
in the city limits of Fredericksburg? 
Yet all of it is centered upon this city 
and the city will get credit or discredit 
from travelers and students, who look 
at the beautifully parked road from 
Lee Hill to Hamilton’s Crossing and 
then at the Sunken Road, the dilapidat- 
ed condition of which will be evident 
to anyone, and ask why it was the 
Sunken Road was not included in the 
project; why Fredericksburg allowed 
it to be abandoned by the commission, 
which was eager to pave it, restore 
the stone wall and make of it a beauty 
spot on the verge of the city’s boun- 
dary.” 

In other aspects, however, plans for 
the park are progressing, several tracts 
of land having been donated to the 
Commission, and others being secured 
at reasonable prices. 

Maj. Arthur E. Wilbourn, Cav., 
USA, resident member of the Federal 
Commission, has been in satisfactory 
conference with Commissioner Henry 
G. Shirley, concerning the matter of 
the road problems involved. 

The Quartermaster General, Maj. 
Gen. John L. DeWitt, accompanied by 
Maj. Gen. John L. Clem, USA, ret., 
and Col. W. R. Gibson, QMC, USA, 
visited Fredericksburg June 19, and 
inspected maps and graphs of the pro- 
jected work, and then set out for the 
Chancellorsville area.

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War Dept. Mobilization Plan 
(Following is the concluding install- 
ment of the War Department Mobiliza- 
tion Plan, as outlined by General 
Douglas MacArthur before the War 
Policies Commission.) 
Tae Department’s conclusions con- 
cerning the problems facing this 
Commission are as follows: 

Educational programs concerning the 
true meaning of modern war and its 
certain results in human and economic 
wastage are conducive to promotion of 


peace. 
Reasonable measures for defense are 


indispensable to a peace-minded na- 
tion as a deterrent to any possible ag- 
gressor and as a nucleus upon which 
to expand in case of need. 

Modern war demands the prompt 
utilization of all the national resources. 
Measures for transforming potential 
strength into actual strength must 
work in emergency with the utmost 
speed and effectiveness. 

The greatest need of a nation at war 
is immediate and decisive victory. 

Public opinion is the most potent 
force in war. The United States will 
never enter a war except in response 
to insistent popular demand, incited by 
foreign aggression, and consequently 
the government will have initially the 
complete support of a high national 
morale. Maintenance of this morale 
will depend upon the effectiveness of 
national efforts against the external 
enemy and upon the justice and fair- 
ness of governmental programs as ap- 
plied to our own population. 


The human burdens of war must be 
equalized in so far as possible. To this 
end liability for combat service must 
be determined under a selective service 
system developed along the general 
lines of that used in the World War. 

The economic burdens must be 
equalized through: 

a. Systematic registration of wealth 
and all accretions thereto during the 
period of the emergency; and tax leg- 
islation framed to place an equitable 
burden thereon. 

b. Orderly and economic procure- 
ment by the government itself. 

c. Strong and intelligent leadership 
based on exact information and exer- 
cised through an organization adapted 
to the purpose. 
trols to meet requirements of the 
specific situation and to prevent any 
profiteering at the national expense. 

e. Prompt resumption of normel 
peace conditions upon the termination 
of the war. During the progress of 
any war the President should appoint 
a committee to study and prepare plans 
for demobilization. These plans must 
facilitate the re-employment of men re- 
turning to civil life from the Army and 


Navy, and the freeing of industry of | 
the accumulations of stocks produced | 


to meet war requirements. 

All of the above demand an intensive 
and intelligent planning program car- 
ried out continuously in time of peace. 
This planning is the responsibility of 
the whole federal government, which 
should seek the advice and assistance 
of civilians in all walks of life. Be- 
cause of their peculiar responsibilities, 
the War and Navy Departments must 
be definitely required to carry on this 
work as the agents of the whole gov- 
ernment, 

Congress should satisfy itself at fre- 
quent intervals as to the progress of 
plans under development by requiring 
their presentation to appropriate com- 
mittees of Congress. This should in- 
clude the presentation of all proposed 
emergency legislation. 

Recommendations 

The War Department recommends 
that, in answer to Public Resolution 
No. 98—Tlst Congress, a like joint 
resolution be adopted by Congress 
which will make public announcement 
to the nation of the policies set forth 
In the foregoing conclusions. It is 
recommended also that these policies 

grouped in the following three 
Categories: 

Group A—Those policies which will 
assure practical and efficient peace- 
time preparation for the emergency 
of war, promulgated and published in 
such a way as to have a serious, sober- 
ing effect upon every man, woman and 
child when he or she contemplates the 
Possibility of war. 

Group B—Those policies which will 
facilitate the successful conduct of war 
and effect a just and equitable distri- 
bution of war’s human and economic 
burdens when once it has been delib- 
erately undertaken, 

Group C—Those policies which will 
enable the nation to demobilize after

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New Ammunition Depot 
"THE Navy Department has award- 

ed a contract totaling $2,030,445 
for the constriction of the major part 
of a new naval ammunition depot on 
the Island of Oahu, Hawaii, to the 
Thomas Haverty Company of Los An- 
geles, Calif, 

The new depot will comprise a 
waterfront shipping depot at West 
Loch, Pearl Harbor, and a storage de- 
pot at Lualualei, with rail and road 
connections between the two depots. 
The storage depot is well isolated and 
the magazines are widely separated 
and fully protected by barricades, in 
conformance with the most up-to-date 
safety standards. 

The contract includes the construc- 
tion of 135 buildings, 12 miles of rail- 
roads, and 15 miles of paved roads, 
together with water, sewer, drainage 
and electrical systems. A_ concrete 
pier at West Loch will be built by the 
public works force at Pearl Harbor, 
and a number of other contracts will 
provide for dredging, fences, and 
other projects required to complete the 
depot. The station will rival in size 
the recently completed Naval Ammuni- 
tion Depot at Hawthorne, Nev., which 
is considered the finest of its kind in 
the world. 

Active work at the site is expected 
to start before the end of July, and 
the station will be completed about 
July 1, 1933. 

The competition in the bidding was 
very keen, four other bids being within 
$160,000.00 of the low bid of the 
Thomas Haverty Co. Eleven bids were 
received in all, 

Award of the contract marks 
the second major step taken by the 
Navy toward providing modern ord- 
nance storage facilities in accordance 
with a recommendation of a _ joint 
Army and Navy board following the 
explosion at the Naval Ammunition 
Depot, Lake Denmark, N. J., in 1926. 
In addition to improvements at sev- 
eral existing stations, the board rec- 
ommended construction of three new 
ammunition depots, one at Haw- 
thorne, Nev.; one at Oahu, and one at 
Mariveles, Philippine Islands. of 
these three, the depot at Hawthorne 
is the only one completed to date, hav- 
ing been commissioned Sept. 15, 1930.

Train for Merchant Marine 


T° increase cooperation between the 

Navy and merchant marine serv- 
ice, the Navy Department has an- 
nounced the conditions under which 
enlisted men of the Navy upon the ex- 
piration of their enlistments may enter 
the merchant marine service and re- 
tain their eligibility to re-enlist in the 
Navy without the loss of rating or 
benefits of continuous service, along the 
lines mentioned previously in the 
Army and Navy Journal. 

To assist men to qualify for examin- 
ations for Third Mate or Assistant 
Engineer’s licenses the Department 
will issue training courses to cover 
the major portions of the subjects 
necessary for the examinations. 

The conditions under which enlisted 
men who desire to try for an officer’s 
billet in the Merchant Marine and 
still hold their standing for re-enlist- 
ment in the Navy are: 

“Men desiring to enter the Mer- 
ghant Marine may, upon discharge 
from the Navy under honorable con- 
ditions, be assigned to Class F-2, Fleet 
Naval Reserve, for a period of four 
years. If, during that four-year pe- 
riod, they desire to return to the 
Navy, they may be re-enlisted in the 
rating from which discharged, pro- 
vided that within three months from 
date of such discharge they shall have 
entered the Merchant Marine service, 
and provided they shali not have been 
unemployed in the Merchant service 
for a total period greater than six 
months.” 

A circular letter issued to the Na- 
val Service by the Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation, Rear Adm. F. B. Up- 
ham, USN (56-31), contains a sum- 
mary of the examination qualifications 
necessary for candidates for licenses 
as Third Mates or Assistant En- 
gineers of the Merchant Marine and 
also information in regard to the ex- 
aminations. 

Heretofore, men who completed their 
enlistments in the Navy had the priv- 
ilege of entering Class F-2, Fleet 
Naval Reserve, but did not retain the 
privilege of re-enlisting in the rat- 
ing from which discharged. 





‘Aircraft in Sea Warfare” 


(From the Army, Navy and Air 
Force Gazette, London, June 25, 1931.) 


F ANY one man has done more than 

another for the development of 
United States naval aviation, it is 
Rear Adm. W. A. Moffett, Chief of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, Navy De- 
partment. Special weight attaches to 
anything he may say on this topic, and 
an address he delivered recently be- 
fore the American’ Society of 
Mechanical Engineers at Baltimore 
contains several important observa- 
tions. He has consistently advocated 
racing, and especially international 
racing, because by competition it de- 
velops planes and engines in a way 
that nothing else can in time of peace. 
His enthusiasm for aircraft does not 
lead him to deride other types. He 
declared himself as absolutely and en- 
tirely in favor of retaining all the 
United States battleships, and of 
modernizing them and continuing to do 
so. “We will always need vessels of 
all types” is the view of Rear Ad- 
miral Moffett. “Aircraft can never 
take their places. The vast majority 
of transportation and communication 
at sea will always be done by surface 
vessels protected and convoyed during 
war by men-of-war. But battles on 
the sea will be waged by  ves- 
sels carrying not only guns, 
but, in ever-increasing numbers, the 
new weapon—aircraft. The question 
is, which is the best weapon for each 
occasion.” Whereas the gun, it may 
be assumed, has about reached its 
maximum efficiency and range, the 
aeroplane is in its infancy and improv- 
ing almost daily. Rear Admiral Mof- 
fett described the aeroplane as a flying 
bomb, torpedo and scout, a spotter, a 
high altitude bomber, a diving bomber, 
a flying machine-gun, a means of 
radio communication, and in the not 
distant future of television. Aircraft 
had a comparatively minor role in the 
last war, but they will profoundly 
change the methods of all future wars 
to an infinitely greater degree than 
we can visualize today. 








Navy Closes V. I. Station 
OFFICIAL evacuation of the Virgin 
Islands by the Navy took place on 
June 30, when the naval property at 
St. Thomas was transferred to the new 
civil government appointed by Presi- 
dent Hoover. 
Radio personnel to operate the Navy 
radio station will remain at St. Thom- 
as, however, a chief radioman in 


charge of the station having been as- 
signed additional duty as caretaker of 
the Navy Yard there. Temporarily 
the following naval personnel will re- 
main until replaced by the civilian 
government: 3 doctors, 3 nurses, and 3 
pharmacist’s mates. Provision for 
withdrawing Navy nurses has already 
been effectively planned, for during 
the Navy’s administration of the 
Islands, 66 natives have graduated 
from the course of training carried on 
by naval medical personnel, and there 
are now employed in the municipal 
hospitals of the Islands 21 graduate 
nurses and 33 student nurses. 

The withdrawal of Navy material 
and personnel has been effected gradu- 
ally since the announcement in Feb- 
ruary that the administration of the 
Virgin Islands would be transferred 
from the Navy Department to the De- 
partment of the Interior. At the time 
of the announcement of transfer, na- 
val personnel stationed in the Islands 
numbered 27 officers, including 10

Machinery for Battleships | 


THE Navy Department has award- 

ed a contract for new main pro- 
pelling machinery to be _ installed 
aboard the USS New Mexico, Missis- 
sippi and Idaho to the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing Company 
of Pittsburgh, Pa., the total award 
amounting to $1,395,632. 

The main propelling machinery is 
one item in the modernization of the 
three battleships, which was author- 
ized the last session of Congress at a 
total estimated cost of $30,000,000. 
The USS New Mexico is now at the 
Navy Yard, Philadelphia, and the USS 
Mississippi at the Navy Yard, Norfolk, 
undergoing modernization. The USS 
Idaho is scheduled to arrive at the 
Navy Yard, Norfolk, Oct. 1, to com- 
mence modernization. 











Enlarge Lakehurst Station 
ONTRACTS for additional quarters 
and hangar space to be constructed 
at the Naval Air Station, Lakehurst, 
N. J., have been awarded by the Bu. 
reau of Yards and Dock, Navy Depart. 
ment, at- a total cost of $400,568.00, 
preparation for the basing of the USS 
Akron at that station. 

The contract for quarters was 
awarded to McCormick-Lenham Com- 
pany, Philadelphia, for $327,568, the 
work to be started immediately and 
completed about April 1, 1932. The 
quarters will include eight buildings 
to be used for officers’ homes, and bar- 
racks to accommodate about 250 en- 
listed men. 

The contract for hangar space has 
been awarded to the Seacoast Iron 
Works, Inc., of Red Bank, N, J., for 
the reerection of a dirigible hangar at 
the Naval Air Station, Lakehurst N, 
J., for $73,000.00. 

The hangar to be re-erected was re- 
cently dismantled at the Naval Air 
Station, Hampton Roads, Va. It was 
originally 250 feet long, 122 feet 
wide and 72 feet high. In reerecting 
it, the frame will be altered to increase 
its size to 142 feet in width and 82 
feet in height. 

This hangar will be erected at one 
corner of the operating field at Lake- 
hurst and will house the small non- 
rigid airships based at this station, so 
that the Los Angeles and the new 
Akron can be accommodated in the 
main hangar. 





Air Notes 


HE largest flying boat that the 

Navy has built since the construc- 
tion of the NC-seaplanes which par- 
ticipated in the first trans-Atlantic 
flight in 1919, has been under tests at 
the Naval Air Station, Anacostia, D. 
C. The plane, a Martin-Trimotor Pa- 
trol Boat, designated as XP2M-1, is 
not only designed for long cruises but 
can carry heavy loads. 

The plane is equipped like a sur- 
face craft and has quarters installed 
for its crew. Several standard Navy 
bunks have been fitted, fresh water 
and cooking facilities are provided for 
and it can be provisioned so that its 
crew can live on board during extend- 
ed operations. 

It is also equipped with anchor gear 
of sufficient strength to adequately 
moor the plane under even extreme 
conditions of wind and water, eliminat- 
ing the necessity of housing the plane 
in a hangar except for overhaul and 
storage. Its radio equipment is cap- 
able of communicating with other 
naval units and is provided for emer- 
gency use when the plane is on the 
water.

BEFORE THE MORATORIUM proposal was made by the President, he in-. 


formed the International Chamber of Commerce that disarmament wa’ the 
most vital step toward the recovery of world prosperity. 


During the moratorium negotiations, the President declared that those 
negotiations “had no bearing” on the disarmament conference to be held in 
Geneva next February. He hailed with satisfaction, however, the assurance 
of the German Government that its armament expenditures would not be in- 
creased during the moratorium year. 


In his announcement of the adoption of the proposal, the President urged 
the world to give “solemn thought” on the causes which have contributed to 
the depression, and exclusively specified as one of the causes “the burdens 
imposed and the fears aroused by competitive armament.” 


There are nations in Europe, and France is their leader, which would prefer 
that the Geneva Conference should be postponed. If not postponed, they plan 
measures which will make it futile in results. The French, for example, will 
never disarm to the point where the larger German population would be a 
menace. Their memories of the World War are too poignant, their knowledge 
of human nature too exact, their information of the war for markets too 
thorough. 


We hope the President’s leadership will not involve our national defense in 
further concessions damaging to our ability to protect our interests at home 
and abroad. Deeply committed as he is to the success of the conference, he 
may deem it necessary to accept proposals or compromises injurious to our 
strength. It is a possibility which gives concern to Americans who are be- 
lievers in the Roosevelt maxim: “Speak softly and carry a big stick.” 





T HAS BECOME THE FASHION to blame armaments as the overwhelming 
cause of war, and Mr. Hoever has emphasized it by denouncing them as 
the major one of the causes. The ancient Chinese Empire was defenseless; it 
disappeared. It contained a vast population with buying power and opportunities 
for exclusive markets. Weak, it became a prey for the ruthless west. In 
short, just as the world then was searching for markets for its products, so 
today, with incomparably greater output, is it searching for them. Necessity 
forced the combatants of the World War to increase hugely their industrial 
activities. A profound lesson of the war was that only an industrial nation 
could survive another Armageddon. So all the nations have engaged in industry, 
applying it to the farm as well as the factory. The result is overproduction. 
The result is more intensive world competition. The result is greater national 
concern for the markets of consumption. From that concern in large part come 
the armaments of today. 


The American people are the last people in the world to burden themselves 
with unnecessary armaments. But we believe their common sense applied to 
the problems that confront them, their appreciation of the possibilities growing- 
out of trade rivalries, and their realization that their riches and power are a 
cause of envy and jealousy, will make them hesitate to weaken further the 
two arms upon which they must rely for defense against aggression—their 
Army and Navy. 





THE BRITISH HAVE AN interesting competition which should be adopted 

by the United States. Recently there was concluded in London a series of 
bayonet combats covering the Army and the Navy and culminating in an inter- 
service exercise by the champion teams of each. The Army contest was won 
by the Artist Rifles, a territorial unit, which then met the Royal Naval Bar- 
racks of Chatham, defeating the latter. If the authorities of the War and Navy 
Departments are willing to agree to like combatants, the Army and Navy Journal 
will be glad to offer a cup as the prize to ba contested for in an interservice 
contest. 





OW THAT IT HAS BEEN established that the police of Philadelphia used 

the navy uniform while gathering evidence in a prohibition case, we antici- 
pate Secretary Adams will promptly send an emphatic protest to the Governor 
of Pennsylvania. The official who authorized such use of the uniform should be 
punished. The uniform of the United States carries with it the honor and 
dignity of the nation, and ought not to be employed in missions other than 
those specifically prescribed by law. We feel Secretary Adams and Rear 
Admiral Upham, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, who carried out his superior’s 
instructions, deserve special commendation for their watchfulness. The Navy 
would be brought quickly into disrepute if men should wear its uniform in

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


No New Air Program for Navy.—In line with utterances made during the hear- 
ings on the Navy building bill last Congress, Assistant Secretary of the Navy 
Ingalls issued a statement this week to the effect that the Navy would not seek 
a second five-year air procurement program, but would ask for planes as part of 
the equipment of naval vessels when authorization for the construction of the 
vessels was placed before Congress. Mr. Ingalls’ statement follows: 


Now that the naval aviation five-year building program is about over a con- 
sideration of the future policy is necessary. Aviation has become so integral a 
part of the Navy, and is so principally based upon the vessels of the Fleet, that 
a reasonably sound method of determining the building program of the planes 
seems to lie in associating that program with the actual shipbuilding program. 
Therefore the Navy Department, during the last session of Congress, endeav- 
ored to have passed an act that would make the number of planes directly 
dependent upon the number of plane. necessary to adequately equip commis- 
sioned ships of the Fleet, excepting that at no time should the number of 
planes be less than the 1,000 provided for by the original five-year building pro- 
gram. The feeling of the Navy Department in regard to the matter has not 
changed, and legislation will undoubtedly be requested during the ensuing ses- 
sion of Congress along lines similar to the above. The passage of such legisla- 
tion will insure the most economical maintenance of a naval aviation that is 
today second to none. 





More and More Brothers.—Anent the controversy over the subject of multiple 
pairs of brothers in National Guard organizations, the Militia Bureau has just 
heard from Oklahoma. Having previously heard that Company K, 181st Infantry, 
Massachusetts National Guard had seven pairs of brothers on its rolls, the 180th 
Infantry, Oklahoma National Guard, asserts its Company D cannot only match 
the Massachusetts organization, but they can go them two better on pairs, and 
throw in an extra brother for good measure. The brothers in the Oklahoma 
organization are in all grades from private to first lieutenant. 

Vermont does not brag of numerous pairs of brothers, but admits of having, 
in the 1st Battalion, Headquarters Company, 172d Infantry, five brothers.

Gen. William G. Everson, 
the Chief of the Militia Bureau, who urges that there is nothing more encour- 
aging to ambitious personnel than adequate and modern armory facilities. 

Of further interest to National Guardsmen throughout the country is the 
fact that for the past several months units of the Virginia National Guard have 
been on duty at Danville owing to local disorders. That in so delicate an 
atmosphere the people of Danville appreciated the National Guard as to vote 
them a $150,000 armory was considered a distinct tribute by the Militia Bureau.

Changes in Reserve Regulations.—In revising the general regulations, AR 140-5, 
dealing with Reserve Officers who are not general! officers nor federally recog. 
nized members of the National Guard, which was noted in the Army and Navy 
Journal last week, four pertinent changes were made that had not appeared 
before in either the old regulation, 140-5, Jan. 16, 1928, or in circulars amending 
that regulation. In addition, the new regulation, AR 140-5, April 16, 1931, con- 
tains a section, “The Procurement Objective,” a statement which has not been 
generally available before. Previous to its incorporation in the regulations, it 
was in the form of a directive to Corps Area commanders and chiefs of branches 
and arms of the Army. 

A change appearing in the new regulation is the omission of paragraph 
15 i. which had been made as an amendment to the old regulation by circular, 
This paragraph states: “A Reserve officer in a status which renders him eligible 
for assignment may upon his written application to the agency having assign- 
ment jurisdiction, be carried as unassigned for the remainder of his present 
appointment period. An officer who has been placed, at his own request, in the 
status of unassigned will not be available for assignment, active duty or promo- 
tion during the remainder of his current appointment period, nor upon reappoint- 
ment unless there is a vacancy within the procurement objective of the War De- 
partment and he has reestablished eligibility under the provisions of a(3) or b(3) 
above. An officer carried as unassigned under this provision will not be a charge 
against the allotment under the procurement objective in determining vacancies 
for appointment, promotion or transfer. 

The second change worthy of note is the dropping of the paragraph incor- 
porated in the old regulation dealing with requirements for promotions higher 
than that of major, which stated, “ * * * or shall have passed such special ex- 
amination as the Secretary of War may direct, provided that this restriction will 
not apply in the case of promotion or appointment of any reserve officer who 
has had World War experience as a commissioned officer between April 6, 1917, 
and June 30, 1919, in the United States Army.” This change, of course, elimi- 
nates promotions of lieutenant colonels and colonels by special examination. 

The third change is the change in the age limit under which an original 
appointment may be made in the Judge Advocate General’s Department, from 35 
years of age, to 42 years of age. This is to conform with a previous change that 
authorized original appointments in this department in the grade of captain 
rather than that of first lieutenant, as previously. 

The last change noted, is the dropping under requirements for promotion 
which had been established by circular and included in Change 1, April 30, 1921, 
the paragraph that stated: “No promotion will be made upon a certificate of 
capacity issued because the holder thereof has graduated from the Reserve offi- 
cers’ Training Corps unless the officer has earned 200 hours of credit during 
the preceding five years or credits at the rate of 40 hours a year since the 
original appointment, if such period be less than five years.” 

The procurement objective governs the number of officers required for the 
different grades in the various sections of the Officers’ Reserve Corps in time of 
peace. It is based upon the War Department general mobilization plan and is 
designed to place the number of reserve officers who can be procured, adminis- 
tered and trained in time of peace in the military units and installattions that 
will be first and most urgently needed in the event of a general mobilization. 

The complete peace-time procurement objective for the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps is included in the following categories: (1). Reserve officers required for 
the active and inactive units of the Regular Army; (2) Reserve officers required 
for the 27 Infantry and the six Cavalry reserve divisions which will bé mobilized 
during the course of a general mobilization; (3) Reserve officers required for 
other reserve units mobilized in the first period of a general mobilization; (4) 
Reserve officers required for the Philippine, Hawaiian, and Panama Canal Depart- 
ments; (5) Officers of the specialist section required for industrial mobilization; 
(6) Reserve officers initially required for the corps area service commands; (7) 
Reserve officers under the assignment jurisdiction of chiefs of arms and services. 

Vacancies under the procurement objection means that an authorized posi- 
tion exists and that this position is either unoccupied or occupied by an officer 
of a grade lower than the authorized one. If it is impracticable to fill the au- 
thorized vacancies in any grade in any unit or installation in the procurement 
objective, reserve officers the next lower grade may be assigned so as to make 
the total of reserve officers assigned to each grade equal to the total authorized 
for each grade. Reserve officers in the grade of first lieutenant and second lieu- 
ae may be attached to any unit or installation without restriction as to num- 

rs. 

For the purpose of assignment and promotion, corps area commanders are 
authorized to divide their corps areas into appropriate assignment and promotion 
areas which will be, so far as practicable, identical with the divisional or other 
training areas which the corps area commanders may have established for train- 
ing or administrative purposes.

New Marine Corps Personnel Bill.—Much interest in Marine Corps circles is 
attached to the new personnel bill which is now being studied at the Navy 
Department. The measure, which has been rather favorably received so far, is 
very simple and short in text, simply providing that the system of promotion 
in the Navy be applicable to the Marine Corps, except as provided in the bill. 
Inasmuch as officers in the Marine Corps did not enter the service in the some- 
what equal groups that the graduates of the various classes of the Naval 
Academy have done in the Navy, some provision had to be worked out to care 
for this situation, and it is believed that a satisfactory arrangement has been 
made. At the present time the new bill is being studied in the Navy Depart- 
ment, having received the approval of the Major General Commandant. Per- 
sonnel officers of the Department will probably confer with Marine officers 
regarding the mechanics of the measure, after which it will go to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. It is expected that the text of the bill can be made public 
and transmitted to the service about the first of August. This will allow 
officers of the Corps to become thoroughly familiar with it by the time it jis 
presented to Congress next December. 

Since 1926 the Marine Corps has been urging the enactment of legislation 
to bring about revision of the present promotion situation. It is recognized 
that conditions are stagnating, and that the situation will become worse instead 
of better during the next decade or so. There is no equality of opportunity 
under the present system, it is pointed out. Many officers must spend about 
two-thirds of a normal service career in the company officer grades, whereas 
others will spend only about one-third of their career in these grades and the 
remaining time in the field and general officer grades. A large.number of 
officers can look forward to reaching no further than the grade of major before 
retirement, while others spend more than one-third of their career as a general 
officer. In which class an officer finds himself, is determined solely by the date 
of his original appointment. Perhaps the worst part of the situation, it is 
felt, is that instead of looking forward to improvement, conditions will stagnate 
still further. By 1950, it is estimated, all officers of the Marine Corps in the 
grade of captain and above will be over 50 years of age, if no remedial legisla- 
tion is enacted. This is the picture which will be presented to Congress, and offi- 
cers familiar with the bill are very optimistic as to its chances of passing next 
Winter.

“Peace and Freedom” Disarmament Caravan.—California, the land of sunshine, 
has just experienced a visit by what the press called the “transcontinental 
Disarmament Caravan,” composed of about ten women representing the Women’s 
International League for Peace and Freedom. These women, riding in auto- 
mobiles, are going from town to town where they are received by the various 
women’s organizations and in some cases by the town officials. 

They are circulating a petition which reads as follows: 

“The undersigned men and women, irrespective of party, are convinced 
that competition in armaments is leading all countries to ruin without giving 
security; that this policy renders future wars inevitable and that these will 
be wars of extermination; that governmental assurances of peaceful policy will 
be valued less as long as those measures of disarmament are delayed that 
should be the first result of the pact for the renunciation of war.” 

The Oakland, Calif., Tribune, in an article on the “caravan” says, “The aim 
of the organization is not complete disarmament, according to Mrs. Vernon 
(director of the caravan), but the reduction of the vast sums spent by the 
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War Department annually. They feel, she says, that if the $5,000,000 spent on 
the Army and Navy each year were reduced to $2,500,000, an unnecessary waste 
would be eliminated.” 

The newspapers where they are visiting report that the women are on their 
way to Washington for “a conference with President Hoover.” On their journey 
across the country, the pilgrims announce, they will travel through 20 States, 
hold meetings in 75 cities and numerous towns securing signatures for their 

etition. 

, It is noted that when they visited San Francisco, the ladies were met at 
the county line by an escort of policemen, who conducted them into the city. 
It must have been embarrassing to the pilgrims to have been taken “under the 
wing” of these members of an force organized to protect lives and property 
just as are the forces which they seek to disband. Or perhaps they do not believe 
that their line of reasoning that military forces cause aggression, should be 
carried so far as to say that police forces cause crime.

Master Sergeant Boyle Willed $6,000 by Former Commander.—He doesn’t ex- 
actly know why, but Mr. Sgt. Peter E. Boyle is $6,000 richer than he was last 
week, for he was informed this week that the late Col. Charles H. Paine, 
wealthy retired Army officer, and former company commander of Sergeant Boyle, 
had left him a bequest of $6,000 in his will. Colonel Paine died in June, 1930, 


but due to the extent of his estate it has just been settled. Sergeant Boyle stated | 
Me said that he | 


that he knew of no reason why he should be left the bequest. 
had never done Colonel Boyle any favors, that he was the type of man who would 
not ask anything beyond the dictates of duty. Colonel Paine retired after 30 
years of service. Sergeant Boyle will do likewise next June. 

Colonel Paine was captain of Co. C, 29th Infantry, at Ft. Porter, Buffalo, in 
1912, when Sergeant Boyle was made first sergeant of the company. They were 
together until 1915 when Colonel Paine was made a major. They were in the 
154th Infantry, in which Sergeant Boyle served overseas, at Camp Gaillard, 
Panama Canal Zone, early in 1917, but they did not see each other again. 

Sergeant Boyle rose to be a second lieutenant overseas and then captain, 
but when mustered out, after the war, reenlisted as a sergeant. It is reported 
that Paul Paine, brother of the late Colonel Paine, had paid all the taxes on the 
bequest in order to be sure that the full amount was received by Sergeant Boyle.

Regulation Changes Affect Noncommissioned Officers and Privtes, First Class.— 
Several changes have been made in the regulation, 615-5, Dec. 13, 1923, including 
Change 5, by the new regulation of that number, dated June 6, 1931, dealing with 
the appointment and reduction of noncommissioned officers and privates, first 
class, except in the Medical Department. 

In paragraph 4, “Definitions,” a change is made in that sub-paragraph a. is 
omitted. This stated: “Corps area or department commander—As used in this 
regulation, the term ‘corps area or department commander’ includes the com- 
mander, American Forces in China, and the Commanding General, District of 
Washington.” 

In the section titled “Who May Appoint,” a paragraph (6) has been added 
to the old regulation, it states: “A first sergeant who is appointed a technical 
sergeant will be given a warrant with date of rank from the date of appointment 
as a first sergeant, and a technical sergeant who is appointed a first sergeant 
will be given a warrant with date of rank from the date of appointment as a 
technical sergeant.” 

A section has been added in the new regulation, Section 6, which is titled 
“Appointment within 20 days after discharge.” It states: “In making appoint- 
ment to fill any vacancy caused by the discharge of a noncommissioned officer 
with three years’ service and character excellent, or in making appointments to 
fill any vacancies caused by the flow of promotion due to the discharge of such 
noncommissioned officer, the authority competent to make the appointments will 
issue provisional warrants subject to revocation should the discharged noncom- 
missioned officer reenlist in the organization from which discharged within 20 
days after the date of such discharge. In case the discharged noncommissioned 
officer does so reenlist, the provisional warrants will be reappointed in their 
former grades with rank as of date of their former warrants. If the discharged 
noncommissioned officer dos not so reenlist, the provisional warrants will con- 
tinue in effect as does any other warrant.” 

In the section titled “Basic Requirements,” an addition has been made to 
sub-paragraph a. under 1., which reads, “As to arm or service and nature of 
duties, the candidate must be—(1) A member of the arm or service in which 
the appointment is made,” then the addition is made, which reads: “Except that 
enlisted men of the entire Army are eligible to compete in examinations for the 
grades of staff sergeant, Ordnance Department and staff sergeant (bakers and 
cooks) and technical sergeants (motors), Quartermaster Corps, subject to such 
requirements as may be projected by the chief of the service concerned.” 

Sub-paragraph b., under “Diploma or Certificate,” has also been changed, in 
that it now says, “Diploma or certificate furnished will establish for a period of 
five years proficiency in the subjects covered, at the school rating or, in cases 
where ratings on a percentage basis are not given, at a numerical rating to be 
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fixed by the chief of the arm or service concerned. Chiefs of arms and services | 


concerned may, in addition, authorize any school graduate to take prescribed 


competitive examination for any year without losing his school rating should the | 


examination rating be lower. 
certificate would establish proficiency for five years, as follows: 


The old regulation stated that the diploma or | 


“(1) For first 12 months, from date of diploma or certificate, 90 per cent | 


of maximum. 

“(2) For second 12 months, 85 per cent. 

“(3) For third 12 months, 80 per cent. 

“(4) For fourth and fifth 12 months, as the equivalent of the minimum 
passing mark, for any grade in the subjects covered.” 


Other changes include the addition of all master sergeants and technical |g 


sergeants of the Signal Corps and Finance Departments, and all master ser- 


geants (general supply, motors, construction, and bakers and cooks) in the Quar- 


termaster Corps, to promotion by seniority after prescribed examination. 

There are minor changes throughout the regulation, mostly for the purpose 

of clarification.

Pay and Promotion.—Salary surveys never fail to bring out the lagging of serv- 
ice pay scales. One of our readers has forwarded to us the results of a survey 
made by the Princeton Alumni Weekly. According to replies received to ques- 
tionnaires the average yearly income of Princeton almuni is $18,695. One-fourth 
make more than $25,000 a year. To get the statistics the weekly sent question- 
naires to 2,600 alumni picked at random. They represented every State, county, 
city and town in the country. A total of 1,366 blanks partially or completely 
filled out was returned. Sixty per cent of the group own their own homes, 20 
per cent own summer homes. The average of the former is $31,565 and of the 
latter $29,901. 

Another interesting observation is that of the Sooner Magazine of the Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma which reports the salaries of university presidents as: 
Wisconsin, $20,400; Ilinois, $20,000; Iowa and Minnesota, $18,000; Virginia, 
West Virginia, Rutgers, Maryland, Iowa Stafe, Purdue and Ohio State, each 
$15,000; Oregon, $12,600; Wyoming, Missouri and Oklahoma, each $12,500. 

When it is considered that the service academies, Naval and Military, hold 

an unquestionably high place academically, it is a sad commentary on service 
pay that their superintendents receive the base pay of a major general, $8,000 
a@ year. 
Study on the effects that application of the War Department accelerated 
promotion plan would have had on the Army promotion list during the past fiscal 
year is progressing at the department. Forecasts made at the time of the pro- 
mulgation of the bill probably will be slightly off, for the attrition rate fell off 
during the year from the average of previous years. 

While students of the promotion measure admit the futility of attempting 
accurate forecasts of the future promotion dates of officers under present condi- 
tions and under the proposed bill, it was estimated this week by observers that 
officers of the Army who entered the-service from the first World War training 
camp would be going into the grade of major in 1935 under the War Depart- 
ment’s proposed bill, while those who entered from the second training camp 


















would be going into the grade of major in 1938. Naturally any unforeseen 
changes in the rate of attrition would alter the forecast.

National Guard to Compete for Chief of Infantry’s Combat Team.—National 
Guard infantry regiments are now authorized to participate in competition for 
membership in the Chief of Infantry’s Combat Team. 

There is selected annually from among the squads of each Regular infant 
regiment an honor combat team known as “The Chief of Infantry’s Combat Team.” 
This team is composed of one of the regularly organized squads selected and 
certified by each regimental commander as being the most proficient in the exe- 
cution of certain prescribed military tests. The same practice will now be au- 
thorized in the National Guard. 

The tests will consist of a firing exercise with live ammunition sufficient in 
scope to determine proficiency in range estimation, target designation, fire dis- 
cipline, fire control, rate of fire, and fire distribution. These tests should be fired 
during the field training of regiments so as to provide proper supervision and 
equal conditions as to terrain, weather conditions and facilities. 

At the conclusion of tests National Guard regimental commanders will submit? 
to the Chief of the Militia Bureau, a report of the names and grades of the 
squad deemed the most proficient, together with a copy of the exercise and a 
brief critique of the method used in determining the winning squad. These re- 
ports will be reviewed in the Militia Bureau, and if the scope of the problems 
involved are adequate, and other requirements fulfilled, the Chief of the Militia 
Bureau will make recommendations to the Chief of Infantry for the award of the 
designation of being a member of “The Chief of Infantry’s Combat Team.” 

Where a National Guard squad is so designated it will be entitled to wear 
the insignia of a cloth sleeve patch of approved design on the left sleeve of the 
coat. Such insignia will be furnished by the Militia Bureau to the winners.

Discover Defects on Cruisers 


FREPLACEMENT of the stern post 

casting of five of the 10,000-ton 
cruisers has been found necessary fol- 
lowing the discovery of defects during 
full-power trials of the vessels, it was 
revealed this week. 

Discovered first on the USS Chester 
during her trials five months ago, the 
defective casting has appeared on the 
Augusta, the Chicago, the Louisville, 
and the Northampton. The defects 
were not found on the three remaining 
vessels of this class, the Salt Lake 
City, the Pensacola, and Houston, how- 
ever. 

In the acceptance trials of the light 
cruisers, the stern post casting cracked, 
when the rudder was turned from a 35- 
degree angle on one side to like degree 
angle on the other, while going at a 
speed of 32 knots. As the rudder is 
attached to the stern post, considerable 
strain is placed on the casting when 
such a turn is made. 

Since the cracking of the casting on 
the Chester five months ago, the Bu- 
reau of Construction and Repair has 
tested the defective stern post to de- 
termine whether the fault was one of 
design or of casting. 

A new cast of the same design has 
been placed on the Chester, and stood 
up.under the same tests which cracked 
the old casting. Bearing out the be- 
lief that the fault was one of casting 
is the fact that the stern post on the 
Houston survived the rigid trials. The 
other two cruisers, however, which have 
experienced no trouble with the cast- 
ing, the Salt Lake City and the Pensa- 
cola, have stern posts of different de- 
sign than the other vessels. 

Repairs are being effected on the 
Northampton at the present time, 
while the Chicago, Augusta, and Louis- 
ville will go to the New York Navy 
Yard for replacement of the damaged 
parts during the months of November 
and December. Repairs on the Ches- 
ter were charged to the manufacturer, 
the New York Shipbuilding Co., and 
likewise the Newport News Shipbuild- 
ing Co. will have to pay for replace- 
ment of the casting on the Augusta. 

The cost of repairs on the Louisville 
and Chicago, however, built at the Pu- 
get Sound Navy Yard and Mare Island 
Navy Yard, respectively, the Govern- 
ment must bear. The Government will 
also have to pay for the replacement 
of the casting on the Northampton, as 
the Bethlehem Company’s liability had 
expired when the faulty stern post was 
discovered. The cost of replacing the 
stern post castings is estimated at 
about $18,000 per ship.

RIG. GEN. WILLIAM B. COCH- 

RAN, USA, ret., died July 2, 1931, 
as a result of an automobile accident 
which occurred near his home in Prin- 
eess Anne, Md. 

General Cochran was born in Vir- 
ginia, July 9, 1868. He graduated 
from Virginia Military Institute, and 
entered the Army Sept. 11, 1892, be- 
ing assigned to Company B, 11th Inf. 
He was commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant of Inf. Mar. 23, 1896; a first 
lieutenant in ’98 and a captain on Apr. 
16, 1901. General Cochran served 
with distinction during the Philippine 
Insurrection. From 1911 to 1914 he 
was assigned to the Quartermaster 
Corps. On July 1, 1916, he was pro- 
moted to the grade of major. Upon 
our entry into the World War he was 
appointed a brigadier general, and as- 
signed to the command of an Infan- 
try brigade at Camp Cordon, Ala. 

Upon the conclusion of the World 
War and the subsequent reduction of 
the Army, General Cochran returned 


to the grade he held prior to hostilities. 


On Jan. 7, 1920, he was promoted 
to lieutenant colonel, and to the rank 
of colonel on July 1, 1920. With this 
latter promotion he was assigned to 
command the 17th Inf., then station- 
ed at Ft. McIntosh, Laredo, Tex. 
Through subsequent moves of this 
regiment to Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., 
and Ft. Crook and Ft. Omaha, Nebr., 
General Cochran continued in com- 
mand until Nov. 30, 1922, when at his 
own request he was retired after 30 
years of distinguished and _ loyai 
service. 

Upon his retirement, he went to live 
at Princess Anne, Md., at a beautiful 
country estate known as “Happy Hol- 
low Farm.” Here, July 5, were held 
the simple and touching services in 
commemoration of the dead. Before 
an improvised altar of exquisite floral 
pieces, the Rev. Dr. Torrance read the 
burial services in the presence of the 
family, officers of the Army, and 
friends from Princess Anne and Salis- 
bury. The immediate members of the 
family left for Washington, where fi- 
nal interment took place at the Na- 
tional Cemetery at Arlington. 

General Cochran is survived by a 
widow, Mathilde Kessler Cochran; a 
daughter, Marion Lee Cochran, and a 
son, William Burr Cochran, Jr., of 
Princess Anne, Md. 

To the memory of the late Gen. Wil- 
liam B. Cochran it will be said: “A 
distinguished soldier, a devoted hus- 
band and father, and a true friend.”

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Interchange of Duties 
(From article by Maj. Gen. William 
C. Rivers, USA-Ret., late Inspector 
General of the Army, in the May-June, 
1931, issue of the Infantry Journal.) 


gre =. for Army and 
Navy officers to become better ac- 
quainted with each other and with the 
work and duties of the sister service of 
each is the subject of a recent recom- 
mendation of the Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, the Honorable Ernest Lee 
Jahncke, who suggests as a beginning 
that Navy officers be sent to the Mili- 
tary Academy and Army officers to 
the Naval Academy to give a course 
of eight lectures yearly. o 

While the limitations of such a 
course are obvious, nevertheless the 
subject is one that should receive sup- 
port from the authorities and from 
the press. 

Many years ago Manila and other 
Philippine stations offered opportunity 
to officers of the Army and Navy to 
know each other and to observe the 
work of the sister service, but such 
opportunities are lacking to a deplor- 
able degree at present. It is true that 
in Washington there are several hun- | 
dred Navy and Army officers on duty, 
but neither service becomes acquainted 
with the work of the other, and op- 
portunities for social contact are rare. 

Why should not peace-time routine 
include, with the authority of Congress, 
the detail of several Army officers at 
Annapolis for a period of two or four 
years and of Navy officers at West 
Point as instructors, and one or two 
as tactical officers? Only in the rou- 
tine of such work, and in the associa- 
tions at the mess and elsewhere lo- 
cally, will there be formed friendships 
that can give to the officers of each 
service an intimate view of the life of 
the sister service. 

The same principle should, in jus- 
tice to the efficiency of the Army, go 
further, and junior Army officers 
should in peace time see service with 
units of all the arms or branches of 
the Regular Army. With the return 
of the pre-war system of having the 
units of the small Regular Army at 
widely scattered small posts, made 
necessary no doubt by the needs and 
demands of the several States in which 
Army posts have long existed, and 
with the unfortunate failure of the 
Army after the war at least to have 
the eight or more Army technical 
schools at one large Army center, it 
is interesting to observe that the av- 
erage young Army officer has quickly 
gone back to the old system where we 
as young officers had never seen a 
brigade or division and knew only from 





theoretical studies what such units 
were. 
With all the several Army post- 





graduate schools at one center there 
would be ample opportunity for field 
officers and junior officers actually to 
serve with units of other arms, thus 
starting the training of future brigade 
and division commanders who would 
have other than theoretical knowledge 
of such units. While there are at pres- 
ent maintained three Army divisions, 
the several units that compose them 
are mostly at widely scattered Army 
posts, expensive to keep up and not 
under the eyes of the division com- 
manders. 

At an Army school center it would 
not be difficult to maintain two or 
three divisions in being, even though 
in peace time the enlisted personnel 
might have to be kept at a low figure. 
Many who have long served in the | 
Army and who remember conditions at 
the time of the Spanish-American War 
and the beginning of the World War, 
feel that the Army lost ground after 
demobilization when it failed to estab- 
lish such a center for all the Army 
post-graduate schools. Such a policy 
need not have antagonized powerful 
members of Congress who demand that 
troops garrison the old posts in their 
respective States—indeed, it could well 
have been the lever for a few more 
enlisted men for the peace-time train- 
ang of the officers and for general 
Army duty. 

At any fate, all junior Army offi- 
cers should be given opportunity, even 
under present conditions, actually to 
serve with the different arms of the 
Army. This and the habitual exchange 
of officers between West Point and An- 
Napolis could well be considered in con- 
nection with the wise and timely sug- 
gestion of the Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy. The only additional cost 
would be possibly a small sum for the 
travel of officers transferred and ex- 
changed. No doubt each school would 
gain by having the service of gradu- 
ates of the other national academy as

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General Learnard Retires 
Bec. GEN. HENRY C. LEARN- 

ARD, commanding the 3d Field 
Artillery Brigade, Ft. Lewis, Wash., 
has received orders directing him to 
proceed to his home about July 20 and 


await retirement. General Learnard, 
who was born at Wright City, Aug. 19, 
1867, retires at the end of August on 
reaching the statutory age of 64 years. 

General Learnard was appointed to 
the Military Academy from Michigan 
in 1886, graduating in 1890, when he 
was commissioned second lieutenant of 
Infantry. In 1897 he was promoted to 
first lieutenant. The following year 
he was detached from his regiment 
for duty in Alaska with a military ex- 
ploration expedition. In 1899 he left 
for the Philippines for service during 
the Insurrection. He participated in 
several engagements against Insur- 
gent forces and was wounded in action 
at Guadaloupe Ridge on June 10, 1899. 

In the summer of 1900 he accom- 
panied the 14th U. S. Infantry to China 
for service during the Boxer Rebel- 
lion. General Learnard took part in 
several engagements against Boxer 
forces, including the capture of Peking 
and the relief of the legations. After 
termination of this duty he returned to 
the Philippines where he served until 
1901. After two years in the United 
States he was ordered to the Philip- 
pines again for service on the Island 
of Samar. He returned in 1905 and 
in 1908 was again sent to the Philip- 
pines. Later in the same year he was 
detailed to the General Staff Corps 
with which he served in Washington, 
D. C. In 1913 he was ordered to the 
Army War College as a student officer. 

In 1915 he was detailed in the Ad- 
jutant General’s Department and serv- 
ed until the World War as adjutant 
of the Panama Canal Zone Depart- 
ment. He spent the whole of the war 
period in the Adjutant General’s Office 
in Washington, D. C., having received 
a temporary appointment as brigadier 
general. He was appointed a perman- 
ent brigadier general in 1926. General: 
Learnard has been awarded the Sil- 
ver Star Citation for gallantry in ac- 
tion in Peking and the Distinguished 


Service Medal for work in the Ad- 
jutant General’s Office during the

ROTCA Patriotic Hroadcact 


"THE Chief of the Militia Bureau, 
Maj. Gen. William G. Everson, 
was the principal speaker in the 
hour’s broadcast of the Reserve Offi- 
cers’-Training Corps Association over 
the Columbia Broadcasting System 
from 12 noon to 1 o’clock, July 4. The 
hookup was national, including 84 sta- 
tions, broadcasting being done from 
the Navy Yard. The Navy Band play- 
ed several patriotic and martial airs. 
The executive secretary of the As- 
sociation, Lt. Col. Orvel Johnson, spoke 
briefly, and then introduced General 
Everson. 

The keynote of General Everson’s 
speech was that, although America 
has suffered, both in the recent war, 
and since, it is still one of the favored 


nations of the world, and because it 


is, four things should be emphasized: 

“1, Gratitude to those who  pur- 
chased our independence must never 
die. 

“2. National problems must be hon- 
estly faced and solved. 

“3. Constructive leaders should be 
recognized, appreciated and followed. 

“4, Patriotism is best expressed by 
personal dedication and unselfish ser- 
vice.” 

In urging gratitude to those who 
won our freedom, General Everson 
said: 

“They gave to us a land rich in re- 
sources; stimulating in its glorious 


beauty; blessed with comfort and op- | 


portunity. In no land are the fruits 
of accomplishment more secure, nor 
the institutions of progress more ad- 
vanced. We celebrate with noise and 
music, with excursions and contests, 
but gratitude to those who purchased 
our independence must never die.” 
Because our country is so vast, Gen- 
eral Everson pointed out, there must of 
necessity be problems, but as long as 
we understand the existence of un- 
solved problems and the presence of 
hostile influence that would retard our 
progress, they are a challenge to the 
strong. In times such as these, care- 
ful thought, heroic courage and_ the 
audacity of action should predominate. 
General Everson said, “In the Fed- 
eral .prison at Leavenworth is an ex- 
service man—one whose record is full 
of mistakes. Among the many carved 
blocks of stone that have been made 
beautiful at the touch of his artistic 
hands, is one that he calls ‘Silencing 


. the Guns of War’—an angel with out- 


stretched hands covering the jaws of 
a mighty canndn. We fought the 
World War with the hope that it 
would forever end all wars. Progress 
has been made, but marching hosts of 
armed men still remind us of an un- 
realized dream. War is so wasteful, 
so awful that it would seem an easy 
matter for nations. to disarm and set- 
tle that question once and forever, 
but we hesitate and do not.” 

Speaking of crime, General Ever- 
son said: “This matter of law enforce- 
ment is a difficult problem unless 
public sentiment is satisfied that law 
should be enforced. Whatever may 
be our armed force—Municipal, State, 
or Federal—we must accept the re- 
sponsibility of facing every problem 
that grows out of both individual and 
organized crime, greed, or other forms 
of selfishness. As we pray for a 
world where war is impossible, so let 
us work to eliminate causes that com- 
pel elaborate local, state and national 
law enforcement and machinery.” 

In conclusion General Everson said: 
“Make this a day of true patriotism 
and give to American independence a 
richness that is worthy of our present 
United States of America.”

Colonel Langhorne Retires 
OL. .GEORGE TAYLOE LANG- 
HORNE, Chief of Staff of the 
65th Cavalry Division, Organized Re- 
serves, stationed at Chicago arrived

He 
accompanied the American Relief Mis- 
sion to Japan after the 1923 Earth- 
quake, and served as special assistant 
to General Wood, then Governor Gen- 
eral Philippine Islands, 1923-1927, 
after which he was ordered to Chi- 
cago, where he is now stationed. 





Announce Olympic Program 


FIRST announcement of the final and 


complete official program of the 
games of the Xth Olympiad to be held 
in Los Angeles, Calif., from July 30 
to Aug. 14, 1932, has been made by 
the Los Angeles Organizing Com- 
mittee. 

The program will open in Olympic 
Stadium (coliseum) on Saturday after- 
noon, July 30, with the historic open- 
ing ceremony, a part of which will be 
the impressive parade of nations, in 
which 2,000 sons and daughters of 35 
nations, led by their respective nation- 
al flags, will participate in the march 
past the tribune of honor. One athlete 
will then step from the drawn up ranks 
to take the Olympic oath for all the 
teams of the participating nations. As 
the oath is administered the Olympic 
flag will be raised; the Olympic torch 
will blaze forth atop the massive per- 
istyle of the stadium and in the pres- 
ence of representatives of foreign 
countries, world-wide Olympic organi- 
zations, and officials of state, the 
games of the Xth Olympiad will be de- 
clared officially opened. Many other 
beautiful features of pageantry will 
mark the opening ceremony. 

The United States Army will be rep- 
resented in several of the events on the 
Olympic program. At the present time, 
Army personnel and horses from the 
Infantry, Cavalry, and Field Artillery 
are in training at the Cavalry School, 
Ft. Riley, Kans., for the 1932 Olympic 
Equestrian Team; the 1932 Olymric 
Modern Pentathlon Team is now train- 
ing at West Point, N. Y., the squad 
having representatives from the Air 
Corps, Infantry, Cavalry, and Field 
Artillery. In the several Corps Area 
there are a number of Army athletes 
who will try out for places on the 
boxing, wrestling, swimming, and 
track and field teams. 

Maj. Gen. Guy V. Henry, Chief of 
Cavalry, is War Department represen- 
tative for Army participation in the 
1932 Olympic Games. Three Army of- 
ficers are members of the executive 
committee of the American Olympic 
Association, namely: Maj. Gen. Guy 
V. Henry, Chief of Cavalry, USA; 
Maj. E. P. Denson, War Department 
General Staff, and Maj. William C. 
Rose, War Department General Staff.

Admiral Hemphill was born in Ripley, 
Ohio, June 18, 1847, and was appointed 
to the Naval Academy in 1862. He 
graduated 1866, was commissioned En- 
sign in 1868, promoted to the rank of 
Master, 1869; Lieutenant, 1870; Lieu- 
tenant Commander, 1887; Commander, 
1895; Captain, 1901, and Rear Admiral 
in 1906. 

In 1888, Admiral Hemphill was exec- 
utive officer of the USS Constellation, 
frigate, and in 1890 was a member of 
the Board of Inspection and Survey. 
In 1898, he was on duty in the Bu- 
reau of Navigation until August, when 
he was given command of the USS 
Buffalo, auxiliary cruiser. He was 
transferred to command the USS De- 
troit, cruiser, in 1899, and in 1900 was 
a member of the Board of Inspection 
and Survey. 

Admiral Hemphill commanded the 
USS Kearsarge, coast battleship, from 
1902 to 1904, when he was appointed 
Captain of the Yard, New York Navy 
Yard. He was President of the Board 
of Inspection and Survey in 1906 and 
in 1907 was ordered to command the 
Third Squadron, Pacific Fleet, stationed 
in the Asiatic. He was appointed 
President of the Naval Examining and 
Retiring Boards, Navy Department, in 
1908 and retired in 1909.

FOR BREVET RANK 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 

UDGING from the letters which have 

already been published it would 
seem that the promotion scheme at 
present under consideration is being re- 
ceived with but little enthusiasm by 
those for whose benefit it was formu- 
lated. Opinion seems to be general 
that notwithstanding the complicated 
system of age computations and star- 
ring, the net result will be a surging 
forward, en masse, of the hump— 
then stagnation will be resumed. And 
when the smoke has cleared away we 
will find that those lucky individuals 
whose commissions dated from the 
earlier months of the war, and who for 
this reason have been senior captains 
since 1920, will have become majors, 
while the remainder of the World War 
officers will remain or will become cap- 
tains. Thenceforward the old order 
will reign. 

The very real problem which has ex- 
isted for the past eleven years is not 
to be solved in any such manner as 
this and it is high time that the whole 
question were brought out into the light 
of day and sensibly examined. 

Starting with fundamentals, what 
justifies promotion by seniority? The 
answer is plain. Expressed in a gen- 
eral way, the officer having greatest 
length of service could be expected 
normally to have had greater experi- 
ence than his juniors, to have acquired 
greater knowledge, to have gained in, 
at least, that wisdom which greater 
years confer. 

Today we have this hump of several 
thousands of officers of approximately 
the same age and the same length of 
service, arranged according to no rule 
that anyone would attempt to justify, 
yet arranged so that the rule of senior- 
ity will function, together with all it 
implies and involves. Nor does the 
queer situation end here. 

If the present policy continues in 
force the favored individuals already 
mentioned are about to fall heir to the 
details to the General Service Schools 
and to the other aids to professional 
advancement, whereas the luckless un- 
derdogs are vitally denied a military 
career. It hardly needs to be pointed 
out that the Army cannot derive the 
greatest value from its personnel by 
deliberately shutting the door upon a 
large percentage of its trained and ex- 
perienced officers. The Special Serv- 
ice Schools have not proven that all 
of the talent in the hump is to be found 
in the upper half. 

This situation will remain untouched 
by the proposed promotion scheme, and 
any proposal which avows the intent 
either of preserving for the Service 
the experience of the World War offi- 
cers or of ameliorating the present 
personnel difficulties must take it 
into account. 

While I have no claim to experience 
in such matters, it seems to me that a 
guite simple solution lies before us. To 
change the existing promotion list 
would undoubtedly cause as much dis- 
satisfaction as at present exists, par- 
ticularly since the years of seniority 
and privileges which it conferred are 
in some cases greater than those ac- 
tually earned by an officer who gradu- 
ated in 1900 with respect to one who 
entered the service in 1917. > Ne 

Suppose, then, that we keep this sin- 
gle list until it dies out. But, also, cre- 
ate brevet rank, to operate according 
to the system which governs in the 
Medical Corps. Having completed a 
certain number of years of service an 
officer would automatically attain the 
next higher brevet grade and would 
be entitled to pay and allowances ac- 
cordingly. This rank he would exercise 
at all times except when on duty with 
troops; here he would exercise his ac- 
tual rank, but would continue to draw 
the pay and allowances of his brevet 
rank. Candidates for the General Serv- 
ice Schools would be selected from 
among officers holding the appropriate 
grade, brevet or regular. General offi- 
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cers would similarly be selected from 
regular or brevet colonels. 

The advantages of such a scheme are 
many and obvious. To the Army would 
be opened a new mine of material 
which up to now has had no other in- 
centive than merely to “get by.” The 
inequities created by the Act of 1920 
would be minimized without loss of 
amour propre on the part of those 
whom it most benefited. On DOL duty 
there would be no greybeard lieuten- 
ants. The pay situation would at least 
start out on a fairer basis. There 
would not be a top-heavy army in gar- 
risons. And, above all, a military ca- 
reer would be opened to every officer.

EG EXAMINATIONS 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
{ WOULD like to express a few 
thoughts on the subject of “Exami- 
nations for Gunners, Field Artillery,” 
as provided for in TR 430-175. 

The provisions of these regulations 
are so obviously unfair and imprac- 
tical as to be nothing short of silly. 
While it is true that there are a few 
enlisted men, here and there, who can 
make 100 per cent right straight 
through on these examinations, it is 
also just as true that these men are 
more or less phenomenal just as are 
natural musicians and other artists. 
Their performance does not, by any 
stretch of the imagination, constitute 
a fair and equitable criterion by which 
to adjudge the average enlisted man 
of Field Artillery. 

Mathematics, or their lack, is sai 
to make or unmake the Artillery offi- 
cer. The statement, true or not, does 
not fit the case of the enlisted man, 
and any attempt to make it do so is 
incompatible with his pay, his envir- 
onment, and his previous opportunities 
for acquiring the necessary education 
to make it fit him. Furthermore, it 


is the humble opinion of this writer, | 


with all due respects, that not 25 per 
cent of F. A. officers can step out to- 
morrow and pass the EG’s examina- 
tion, strictly in accordance with the 
provisions of TR 430-175. Yet, it is 
expected of these officers that they 
qualify 80 per cent of their enlisted 
personnel, with a goodly sprinkling of 
EG’s among them. Another saying 
(believe it or not) is that when an of- 
ficer first goes under fire he sheds his 
knowledge of mathematics like a snake 
shedding his skin, at least temporarily. 
I don’t know about this, either, but I 
do know from personal experience that 
the meager supply of arithmetical 
knowledge possessed by the average 


enlisted man sinks. to the vanishing | 


point when he faces an examining 
board of officers and looks around up- 
on them with the feeling that “All 
these are against me.” 

Many of us who possibly have suf- 
ficient knowledge of mathematics nec- 
essary to the solving of angles com- 
monly involved in the calculation of 
firing data, are completely nonplussed, 
disconcerted, and flabbergasted when 
it comes to doing it under a poised

(to us) supreme authority. This situa- 
tion leads to a lot of letting down of 
the bars by officers, who, by the way 
are, after all, only human, and feel 
in most cases that our pay at best is 
all too meager. I know there are many 
enlisted men drawing EG pay who have 
no more idea of the functions of an- 
gles than they have of the theory of 
relativity. Also, there are many good 
men who have real and _ valuable 
knowledge of all basic subjects of fie'’ 
artillery, who know enough to know 
they could not possibly pass the ex- 
amination under the conditions pre- 
scribed, and consequently never make 
the attempt, managing on one pretext 
or another to keep away from it. 
Such conditions as exist under the 
regulations referred to above, do not 
help the service any. Common sense 
should dictate that no enlisted man be 
required to take any test in the use 
of his primary weapon which it would 
be obviously unthinkable to expect of 
him under fire. The whole examina- 
tion should be as nearly mechanical as 
is possible to make it. There is en- 
tirely too much stress placed upon 
the time element at the expense of 
accuracy. Accuracy should be the de- 
ciding factor in every instance. Knowl- 
edge of every mechanical operation of 
every instrument, tests of the instru- 
ment for adjustments, and the making 
of necessary field adjustments should 
constitute the whole examination. All 
calculations involving educational quali- 
fications should be reserved for exam-

RELIEF FOR RETIRED MEN 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
ps the past twenty years there has 

been voiced in every quarter of the 
Army and various Military Organiza- 
tions, dissatisfaction with the present 
laws governing retirement of the en- 
listed personnel. And it has been real- 
ized by those most observant and by 
soldiers of long service, that the Gov- 
ernment has tried to secure the best 
compensation obtainable through leg- 
islature, and in all possible respect 
keep apace of the economic conditions 
of the nation. 

At present the Government is paying 
the soldier who retires the very high- 
est possible pay under existing condi- 
tions, but due to the small allowance 
of pay given by law and the retirement 
pay being three-fourths of the active 
duty pay, it is found to be most in- 
adequate to the soldier who has com- 
pleted thirty years in the service of 
his country, when he has to return to 
civilian life and support a family from 
this meager income from the Goyern- 
ment. Often the burden rests upon the 
retired soldier to go out to work in 
an effort to obtain further funds to 
keep apace of the living conditions of 
these modern times. 

It is therefore proposed, that to cre- 
ate a higher standard of morale and en- 
thusiasm in the younger men of the 
service and give them something for 
which to work creating a more intens- 
ity in their profession and in general 
a more efficient Arm of Defense that 
the following plan be formulated and 
put into practice immediately: 

THE CREATION OF A GENERAL 
TRUST FUND by the soldier of the 
Army for the retired to be paid monthly 
after retirement of thirty years’ serv- 


| ice the sum of $150.00 until his death. 


This General Trust Fund to receive 
from every soldier the sum of $3.00 per 
year towards his retirement, and this 
Fund to receive nothing from any other 
Government Agency but to be self-sup- 
porting and administered by competent 
Government supervision. 

That every soldier discharged by rea- 
son of physical disability through no 
fault of his own, shall receive the 
amount not to exceed two-thirds of the 
retired amount allowed, and every sol- 
dier so discharged before a. period of 
ten years has elapsed shall receive one- 
third of the retired amount allowed. 

The soldier discharged by reason of 
physical disability must receive the 
usual compensation from the Govern- 
ment, before he enjoys the additional 
allowance from the Soldiers’ General 
Trust Fund. He must submit positive 
proof to a board of Medical Officers ap- 
pointed by the General Trust Fund that 
his physical disability did occur in the 
line of duty and therefore entitles him 
to the amount due. 

That every soldier retired to date be 
allowed the same compensation without 
further payment after a period of 
sixty days has elapsed. 

This period required to create the 
General Trust Fund. 

That every soldier now discharged 
by reason of physical disability incur- 
red in the line of duty submit: posi- 
tive proof of such and undergo a thor- 
ough physical examination in order to 
determine the percentage he be al- 
lowed provided he has more than five 
years’ service. 

That the Soldiers’ General Trust 
Fund will be administrated and super- 
vised by Government control and no 
other agency. 

That no others, other than retired 
soldiers or soldiers discharged because 
of physical disability from the United 
States Regular Army, shall be entitled 
to any allowance from the Soldiers’ 
General Trust Fund.

(Continued from First Page) 
mobilization of emergency wartime 
forces. 

“In the same year our Navy appro- 

ria‘ion was $443,000,000, and the 

avy’s strength in officers and men 
136,950. In 1930 our Army appropria- 
tion was $331,000,000, and the total 
strength of our Regular Army had been 
reduced to 130,750. 

“Today our naval appropriation has 
come down to $390,000,000, and the 
strength in officers and men has come 
down to 88,785. 

“Comparisons between British and 
American expenditures are necessarily 
confused by s@#veral factors. The 
American appropriations covered the 
cost of all our regular military forces, 
while in Great Britain neither army nor 
navy appropriations include the cost of 
the Royal Air Force, on which Great 
Britain is spending $102,000,000 this 
year. 

“These comparisons further ignore 
the fact that the cost of naval construc- 
tion in the United States is far higher 
than in Great Brtain because of the 
differences in the wage scale of the 
crafts engaged in shipbuilding. 

“Thus it costs 50 per cent more to 
build a cruiser in the United States 
than it would cost to build one of the 
same size in Great Britain, while the 
cost of destroyers and submarines is 
almost three times as much here as in 
Great Britain for vessels in the same 
tonnage. 

“These comparisons further ignore 
the fact that the rate of pay in the 
American Army and Navy is approxi- 
mately 60 per cent greater than in the 
British army and navy. It should also 
be borne in mind that a very consider- 
able part of the Army and Navy ex- 
penditures at the present time is being 
devoted to the construction of new bar- 
racks and quarters and therefore does 
not involve an increase in combatant 
strength. 

“The figures themselves on the Regu- 
lar Army strength of the United States 
and Great Bri:ain offer the best evi- 
dence that we are not engaged in a 
militaristic program, but on the con- 
trary are maintaining an Army repre- 
senting only our minimum needs. Our 
Army is much smaller than that of 
Great Britain. In 1921 when our 
Regular Army had 252,746 officers and 
men, the British regular army (exclud- 
ing Dominion forces and the Royal Air 
force) had 312,000 officers and men. 
Today ours has 130,750 and the British 
201,428.” 


Reserves to Camp Perry 


EQUESTS of Corps Area com- 

manders to send Reserve officers 
to the Small Arms Firing School at 
Camp Perry, Ohio, will be approved 
under certain conditions. General 
Douglas MacArthur, Chief of Staff, 
has just issued a directive to the Ad- 
jutant General to this effect and Lt. 
Col. Edgar J. Roberson, Air-Res., Na- 
tional Secretary of the Reserve Offi- 
cers Association of the United States, 
is notifying all Corps Area vice presi- 
dents of the association. 

Colonel Roberson’s letter to the ROA 
Corps Area vice presidents is as fol- 
lows: 

“The Chief of Staff has just is- 
sued a directive to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral, USA, to approve requests of 
Corps Area commanders to send Re- 
serve officers to the Small Arms Fir- 
ing School at Camp Perry, Ohio, under 
the following conditions: 

“(a) That the Corps Area has the 
necessary funds; 

“(b) That not more than ten offi- 
cers of company grade are sent from 
any one Corps Area; 

“(c) That the total travel time for 
any individual does not exceed 36 
hours. 

“Any assistance that you can give 
National Headquarters in disseminat- 
ing this information will be most 
heartily appreciated. 

“Communications from Reserve of- 
ficers who desire to attend this school 
should be sent through channels to the 
Corps Area commander.”
